2. In small groups or individually,, students may do research 
on our national parks and seashores. 

Students should be able to discuss why the Federal Government 
built up our parks and seashores. 

Orally or in paragraph form, students may demonstrate their 
knowledge of Greenwood State Park. 

3. A committee or an individual student may prepare charts 

or graphs or maps for display on the problems of pollution 
in our county, state, or in our country. 

4. Groups within the clabs may participate in a practical con- 
servation project by doing one of the following: 

a. cleaninvj the school grounds 

b. gathering papers and cans for recycling 

c. planting trees 

d. displaying pamphlets, booklets, and drawings on anti- 
pollution subjects 
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
